COLORADO BLUE SPRUCE 


The King of Ornamentals 


Colorado Blue Spruce has long been re- 
garded as one of the finest of ornamental 
trees. It is sturdy, symmetrical and compact 
in form, ranging in color from slightly blue- 
green to marvelous blue. It thrives in moist 
tich soil and prefers sunlight. Growth is slow. 
The blueness of these trees may be intensi- 
fied by carefully working a thin layer of 
well rotted cow manure into the surface of 
the soil around the tree, and watering fre- 
quently. Care should be exercised in the use 
of this fertilizer; burning may result from 
over-feeding. 

While this species is primarily used in 
ornamental plantings, it offers the highest 
quality in a Christmas tree. Thus it is often 
advisable to include a quantity of Blue 
Spruce in a plantation for special premiu:n 
trees. Shearing is recommended, following 
a season of unusually rapid growth.
